BiTUMINOUS coal production in the United States 
in 1908 reached ‘between 320,000,000 and 330,000,000 
tons, according ‘to the Geological Survey, against 
more than 400,000,000 tons in 1907. This decrease is 
attributed to the financial depression in the latter year, 
which in the bituminous regions was most keenly felt 
in the coking branch of the industry. 








ENTHUSIAM over the work of installing rope fire 
escapes in all the hotels of the country was shown at 
the recent annual convention of the Illinois Commer- 
cial Men’s Association held in Chicago. R. A, Cav- 
enaugh, secretary-treasurer of the organization, made 
a report of this work in which the association took 
the initiative immediately after the hotel fire last year 
at Fort Wayne, Ind. “Within a short time we ex- 
pect every hotel in the United States will be equip- 
ped with rope fire escapes, and thereby render escape 
comparatively easy in times of fire panic,” said Mr. 
Cavenaugh. “We will not rest in our work until this 
is accomplished.” 








A BILL providing for a revision ofthe federal bank- 
ruptcy law has been reported favorably to the federal 
legislature at Washington, D. C. An important fea- 
ture of the bill is that providing that the fees of re- 
ceivers in bankruptcy shall be fixed on a percentage 
basis. The bill also makes the bankruptcy act liable to 
all corporations, except those’of a quasi public char- 
acter, such as. railroad and insurance companies and 
banking concerns, thus widening the scope of the law. 
Another proposed change in the law is that providing 
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that a petitioner in bankruptcy shall be discharged if 
any false statement has been filed in his case. The bill 
has the indorsement of the Merchants’ Association of 
New York, the National Board of Trade, the Ameri- 
can Bar Association and the National Association of 
Credit Men. 








Tat the ventilation in factories throughout New 
York state is a menace to the health of employes, is 
the declaration of the State Medical Inspector of Fac- 
tories, contained in the annual report of John Wil- 
liams, Commissioner of Labor. The report will be 
submitted to the New York legislature at Albany. 
“In all 430 tests of air in different work-rooms were 
made,” the report reads, “Twelve parts of carbonic 
acid gas are regarded as the maximum if air is to be 
wholesome for breathing. A tabulation of the inspec- 
tor’s tests shows proportions frequently two or three 
times greater than this and in some instances five and 
six times greater. The rather startling conditions re- 
vealed by these tests fully justify the provision made 
for a medical inspector, whose work gives the depart- 
‘ment a truly scientific basis on which to proceed in 
the matter of requiring Sufficient ventilation in fac- 
tories.” The report shows a falling off in child labor 
for 1908 over 1907 of twenty-one per cent. — Illegal 
child labor shows a reduction of thirty-four per cent. 
There. were only 158 strikes, involving 19,948 em- 
ployes, in 1908, as compared with 282 strikes, involv- 
ing 77,931 men, in 1907. This growth of industrial 
peace in New York staté is attributed by the commis- 
sioner to the industrial depression of 1908. 








THAT THE United States is surely recovering from 
one of the most distressing business depressions in its 
history is the gist of Dun’s annual re-

given at 15,690, involving $222,315,684. This com- 
pares with 11,725 failures, involving $197,385,225, in 
1907. Bank failures were rather large, especially 
during the period from October, 1907, to September, 
1908, when signs of recovery became apparent. It is 
noted also that bank failures occurring during the 
period mentioned were to a great extent among insti- 
tutions-with heavy liabilities. Two hundred and fifty- 
three banks, with liabilities of $261,924,364, went 
down from October, 1907, to September, 1908. The 
nearest approach to this record in the same length of 
time known in the history of the United States is 
found in the year 1863, when 642 banks, with liabili- 
ties amounting to $210,998,808, suspended. Dealing 
more in detail on this point, the report says: 

“In any comparison of banking suspensions with 
preceding years it is proper that consideration should 
be given to the matter of growth in the intervening 
period. Since the time of the Civil War, which may 
be taken as the beginning of the recent financial and 
commercial development in the United States, there 
have been four great financial crises, if that of Octo- 
ber, 1907, can be so called. The first was incident to 
the money crisis of 1873, the second occurred in 1884 
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and the third in 1843. The record of commercial de- 
faults in the United States is very complete for the 
whole of that time—as to detail it is much more com- 
plete for the years following 1893 than for the pre- 
ceding years. As to bank suspensions it is very in- 
complete for the years prior to 1893, so that compari- 
son of recent crises is necessarily confined to that year 
and the intervening years. The disaster of 1893 spread 
itself over the succeeding three or four years with 
more or less severity, though by far the heaviest de- 
faults were in that year. There was some increase 
in the number of bank failures in 1903, but the in- 
crease was not large.” 


It is apparent from the review that between Sep- 


tember, 1908, and the end of the year there was a re- 
markable let-up in bank failures, for the liabilities of 
financial institutions that went to the wall in 1907 ag- 
gregated $233,325,9072, as compared with $123,126,- 
956 in 1908. 
The story of failures for the year, with comparisons, 
is told by the following table:

With regard to prospects for the future the tone of 
the review is distinctly of a hopeful character. Along 
this line the report notes that: 

“Bank clearings in December reflect nearly as large 
a volume of payments through the banks as in No- 
vember, showing a tendency toward recovery over the 
depression of the first part of the year, following the 
breaking of the panic. A total gain of 4 per cent is 
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shown in payments during December, 1908, over De- 
cember, 1906, according to the reports of 110 banks 
from leading cities of the country.” 

There is unmistakable evidence of the wearing away 
of the effects of the financial pressure of the early 
months of last year, and this.necessarily improves un- 
derlying conditions. The significant facts are, accord- 
ing to the report, that the defaulted liabilities per firm 
in business.in the last quarter of 1908 were $29.46 
and compare with $38.90 in the third quarter and 
$53.38 in the first, while the defaulted liabilities per 
$1,000 of bank exchanges were $1.09 in the fourth 
quarter, against $1.69 in the third and $2.62 in the 
first. That this influence is important in the commer- 
cial situation is apparent from the fact that credits 
are now freely granted and more inquiry is noted in 
the primary markets for leading staples, not only for 
immediate requirements, but for future supplies. 

The movement of merchandise develops satisfac- 
torily, railroad earnings for the latest weeks in De- 
cember now showing a loss of only 3.3 per cent, as 
compared with the active year 1906. Mercantile col- 
lections are reported quite satisfactory in nearly all 
lines, and settlements through the banks, as measured 
by bank clearings are only 0.7 per cent under the 


active year 1906. 








THE preliminary report of the committee of ten 
prominent business men and educators appointed by 
the National Society for the Promotion 
of Industrial Education, to consider the

hel: relation of industrial education to the 
general system of education of the coun- 
try, has been made public. The report, which was 
presented at the annual convention recently held at 
Atlanta, Ga., recommends the establishment of indus- 
trial improvement schools and trade schools and a 
national department with a secretary of education in 
the cabinet. On the question of trade schools, the re- 
port says: 

“All who are acquainted with education in European 
nations know that in the-matter of industrial training 
we are far behind such countries as Germany; that 
our apprentice system even if materially extended 
can offer industrial education to only a comparative 
few; that there are practically no facilities for the 
training of the youth between the ages of 14 and 18 
for industrial pursuits and the opportunities for these 
in the trades to improve their skill by theoretical train- 
ing are confined to isolated and occasional schools. 

“Such schools as may articulate with the grammar 
school for the training of youths will assume the form 
of training schools for particular industries. The boy 
or girl trained in them will not be a skilled journey- 
man in any trade, but will have received a funda- 
mental training in those things, which will make him 
a skilled journeyman in a short time.” 

The vast majority of children leave school at the 
end of the grammar school period. Any vocational 
school which has to serve this great group of citizens 
must articulate at some point with the public school 
system of the country, preferably with the grammar 
school.

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RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

The Secretary of Agriculture is authority for the 
statement that the value of the farm products of the 
United States aggregates the incredible and unparal- 
leled sum of $7,778,000,000. The average man reads 
this statement and says, “Well, what of it?” It is 
hard for the human mind to grasp the meaning of 
such a sum. Our ideas of wealth havé developed 
tremendously in the last twenty years, but this amount 
is still far beyond our comprehension. It is only by 
comparison that we can be brought to an apprecia- 
tion of its stupendousness. Let us see what can be 
done to make it a little plainer. Gold is the stand- 
ard of measurement for money in nearly all the coun- 
tries of the earth, but there is not enough gold above 
ground in the whole world to pay for this year’s prod- 
ucts of the American ‘farms. Turn out the stocks of 
gold in all-the mints, all the treasuries, all the banks. 
empty all the stockings, bring out all the hoards, from 
every land under the sun, melt down all the jewelry 
and turn it into coin or bars, give it all to the Ameri- 
can farmers and there would still be a, balance due 
them. “Impossible,” you say. Well, here is a fact 
that should cinch the other: All the gold that has 
been taken from the mines and the beds of rivers in 
all parts of the world since the discovery of America 
by Columbus, over 400 years, aggregates but a lit- 
tle over $12,000,000,000, less than double the value 
of one year’s farm products, this year’s farm prod- 
ucts, in America. Talk about gold mines! Why, 
every farm in the United States is a gold mine. There 
are something over 5,000,000 farms in this country, 
and this year’s product gives them an average in- 
come of about $1,200. How many quartz gold mines 
will do as mitch? The total production of all the 
gold mines of the United States last year was a meas- 
ly hundred million. The farms gave us nearly eighty 
times as much. 

But let us resume the comparison. The sum, re- 
member, is $7,778,000,000. That is more than the to- 
tal wealth of the United States in 1850—real and per- 
sonal property, money, bonds, stocks, everything all 
added together didn’t equal the value of last year’s 
crops. That sum is more than the entire present 
wealth of the countries of Belgium, Spain or the 
Netherlands. It is one-fifth the total wealth of the 
great empire of Russia. It is more than the value of 
all the real estate in the state of New York, including 
New York City, where land is more valuable than 
any other place on earth. It equals the total annual 
revenue of all the nations of the earth. It is nine 
times the total capitalization of all the national banks 
in the United States. It is more than the aggregate 
valuation of all the taxable property, real and per- 
sonal, in the states of Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Iowa and Kansas. Now, perhaps you begin to realize 
that $7,778,000,000 is a whole lot of money. But 
these facts, impressive as they are, rather stun than 
enliven the imagination. Suppose we take another 
tack. 

We are all familiar with dollars, single dollars of 
silver or paper. We have them in our hands occa- 
sionally, for fleeting moments, and we count them, 
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perhaps, as they fleet. Suppose we were to sit down 
to count this $7,778,000,000, a dollar at a time, how 
long do you suppose it would take us? Well, if one 
man tackled the job and worked twelve hours every 
day, including Sundays and holidays, counting a dol- 
lar a second, and never stopping for meals, it would 
take him just 490 years. By that time, no doubt, he 
would be tired. If, to take another point of view, 
he had commenced to count in the year that Columbus 
discovered us, he would be counting yet. Suppose, 
again, we had all this money in silver dollars and 
should lay them down in a single line, each dollar 
touching its neighbors on either side, how long a line 
would it make? 
like that sort of thing. A 
and a half in diameter, and so all these dollars -would 
stretch out to 11,669,000,000 inches, which is 184,151 
It would wrap seven times around the earth 


Figure it out for yourself, if you 
silver dollar is an inch 


miles. 
at the equator and have enough left to finish up with 
a bow knot. If we did the same trick with paper dol- 
lars we could have a nice, green carpet nine feet wide 
stretching clear around the globe. Again, if we could 
take the silver dollars and stack them up one on top 
of another in a single column, it would rise to the 
height of 9,820 miles. The highest mountain in the 
world is only a little over five miles high. Or we 
could take these silver dollars and stack them up in 
columns of six feet high, and make a solid silver fence 
205 miles long. Now, just one point to illustrate the 
purchasing power of this amount of money. This 
$7,778,000,000 would buy a $3,000 home for every 
man of voting age in the states of Missouri, Illinois 
and Kansas. That will be about all.

VANADIUM THE NEWEST METAL. 





A few years ago the rare metal vanadium was 
scarcely mentioned outside of classes in chemistry; 
now its uses are so various that metallurgists have 
spent much time in devising better and cheaper ways 
of extracting it from its ores. Probably its most im- 
portant use is as a component of steel, to which it im- 
parts a wonderful resistance. Vanadium steel ap- 
pears to owe its qualities partly to the fact that vana- 
dium relieves the steel of its oxygen and_ nitrogen, 
which weaken it. Besides this use, vanadium is used 
to prepare indelible inks, in combination with tannin 
and alkalies; for the oxidation of aniline in making 
aniline black ; to make sulphuric acid by the oxidation 
of sulphurous acid and in the manufacture’ of various 
metallic pigments. It also serves as a coloring agent 
for ceramics and glassware, is a component of a newly 
discovered developer used in photography and has 
been employed in medicine for the treatment of tuber- 
culosis, Between fifty and seventy-five tons yearly are 
now used, and it is worth about $4 a pound.

THE RATING OF HOUSE-HEATING BOILERS, 








BY WILLIAM KENT. 

This paper was read at the annual meeting of The 

American Society of Heating and Ventilating Engi- 

neers held in New York City in January, 1908. It 

was discussed at the annual meeting of the society 
held in New York on January 19, 20 and 21, 1909. 


TESTING CAST-IRON HOUSE-HEATING BOILERS, 


The testing of the evaporating power and the economy of 
small-sized boilers is more difficult than the testing of large 
steam-boilers for the reason that the small quantity of coal 
burned in a_ day makes it impossible to procure a uniform 
condition of the coal on the grate throughout the test, and 
large errors are apt to be made in the calculation on account 
of the difference of condition at the beginning and end of a 
test. The following is suggested as a method of test which 
will avoid these errors. 

(a) Measure the grate-surface and weigh out an amoutit 
of coal equal to 30, 40, or 50 pounds per square foot of grate, 
according to the type A, B, or C, or the ratio of heating- to 
grate-surface. 

(b) . Disconnect the steam-pipe, so that the steam may be 
wasted at atmospheric pressure. Fill the boiler with cold 
water to a marked level, and take the weight of this water and 
its temperature. 
“ (¢) Start a brisk fire with plenty of wood, so as to cause 
the coal to ignite rapidly; feed the coal as needed, and gradu- 
ally increase the thickness of the bed of coal as it burns 
brightly on top, getting the fire-pot full as the last of the coal 
is fired. Then burn away all the coal until it ceases'to make 
steam, when the test may be considered as at an end. 

(d) Record the temperature of the gases of combustion 
in the flue every half-hour. 

(e) Periodically, as needed, feed cold water, which has 
been weighed, to bring the water level to the original mark.

CALCULATIONS. 

Total water fed to the boiler, including original cold water, pounds x (212°—original 
erDROE CN 50 oso 5 ceo bes bn REA cas 60.4 ch-og css ieeusessen?

RATING HOUSE-HEATING CAST-IRON STEAM~BOILERS. 


The rating of a steam-boiler for house-heating may be 
based upon one or more of several data: 1, square feet of 
grate-surface; 2, square feet of heating-surface; 3, coal-burn- 
ing capacity; 4, steam-making capacity; 5, square feet of 
steam-radiating-surface, including mains, that it will supply. 
In establishing such a rating the following considerations 
should be taken into account: 

1. One square foot of cast-iron radiator surface will give 
off about 250 B.T.U. per hour under ordinary conditions of 
temperature of steam at 212 degrees and temperature of room 
at 70 degrees. 

. One pound of good anthracite or semi-bituminous coal 
under the best conditions of air-supply. in a boiler properly 
proportioned, will transmit about 10,000 B. T. U. to the boiler. 

3. In order to obtain this economical result from the coal 
the boilers should be driven at a rate not greatly exceeding 2 
pounds of water evaporated from and at 212 degrees per 
square foot of heating-surface per hour, corresponding to a 
heat transmission of 2X 1,932, or, say, approximately 
2,000 B.T.U. per hour per square foot of heating-surface. 

4. A satisfactory boiler or furnace for house-heating 
should not require coal to be fed oftener than once in 8 hours ; 
this requires a rate of burning of only 3 to 5 pounds of coal 


per square foot of grate per hour. _ ae 
For commercial and constructive reasons, it is not con- 
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venient to establish a fixed ratio of heating- to grate-surface 
for all sizes of boilers. The grate-surface is limited by the 
available area in which it may be placed, but on a given grate 
more heating-surface may be piled in one form of boiler than 
in another, and in boilers of one general form one boiler may 
be built higher than another, obtaining thus a greater amount 
of heating-surface. 

6. The rate of burning coal and the ratio of heating- to 
grate-surface both being variable, the coal-burning rate and 
the ratio may be so related to each other as to establish con- 
dition.3, viz., a rate.of-evaporation of 2 pounds of water from 
and at 212 degrees per square foot of heating-surface per 
hour.

culations:

THE COLLINWOOD SCHOOL WAS NOT 
HEATED BY A WARM AIR FURNACE. 





In order to set at rest the false statements that have 
been made from time to time relative to the heating ap- 
paratus in use in the Collinwood schoolhouse at Collin- 
wood, O., when that building was destroyed by fire 
on March 4, 1908, and the lives of 164 pupils and two 
teachers blotted out, THe AMERICAN ARTISAN prints 
below an extract from the report of the Collinwood 
disaster made to the state fire marshal at Columbus, 
O. As is well known the report was citculated that 
the fire which destroyed the schoolhouse referred. to 
was caused by a defective warm-air furnace. This 
matter was given attention in the editorial columns of 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of January 16, as it was also 
in the issue of April 4, 1908, when this paper stated 
without equivocation that the Collinwood school was 
not heated by a warm-air furnace at the time of the 
disaster. The evidence follows: 

EXTRACT FROM REPORT OF H. T. BROCKMAN, ASSISTANT FIRE 

MARSHAL OF OHIO. 
File Case G, 969, State Fire Marshal’s Office. 
Fire occurred at 9:30 a. m., March 4, 1908. 
Cleveland, O., March 4, 1908. 
To J. P. Brennan, First Deputy, Columbus, O. 

Dear Sir—Mr. Feigenbaum and I went to Collinwood 
early yesterday morning with a view to determining, if pos- 
sible, the cause of the calamity which occurred yesterday. 
* * * Hiter, the janitor, is positive that the fire started 
in the store room immediately beneath the stairs. This the- 
ory is not well supported by reason of the fact that he claims 
to have had nothing in that room except a box of lime, The 
outer part of the box was burned but the inner part showed 
no traces of a fire. Chief Wallace of the Cleveland fire de- 
partment, and myself, spent considerable time in a very close 
investigation of the burned building. The debris had been 
cleared ahd an inspection could be made at this time. Chief 
Wallace is of the opinion that the fire was due to imperfect 
installation of the heating plant. 

The plant in question was a LOW PRESSURE CAST- 
IRON BOILER of a type ordinarily used in these buildings, 
but the main steam pipe had been run through the wall, rest- 
ing in part upon some joists or beams. His theory is that 
the constant and steady heat had caused the beams to become 
superheated and that they had been burning for some con- 
siderable time before the smoke was discovered by the little 
Neubert girl. The asbestos covering of the pipe is of a very 
inferior grade and appeared to be very largely composed of a 
cheap plaster which would not be fire resisting. This theory 
is thoroughly concurred in by Mr. Lougee (building in- 
spector, Cleveland), who pointed out several serious defects 
for basing their conclusions as they have done. The beams 
immediately over the boiler are the only ones that show 
traces of complete combustion. The ends of the beams still 
running into the, wall burned right close up to the brick work. 
In every other part of the building the beams when falling 
had torn out of the brick work, leaving vacant spaces and 
no portion of the woodwork behind.

In your valuable paper of January 9, H. N. Rogers 
of North Hammond, Ind., submitted drawings of an 
elbow square to round (shown in the first illustration, 
next page), for which he wanted a correct pattern. 
The elbow was to be made of heavy iron, and Mr. 
Rogers wished to punch rivet holes in the flat before 
forming and _ riveting. 

I am submitting the following as a solution to the 
problem (second illustration, next page) : 

The first step is to draw an elevation of the elbow. 
Having done this we lay off an elevation of such a 
frustum as will contain sufficient material for the 
number of pieces required in the elbow, and the 
lengths of the separate pieces must be duly considered. 
In order to determine this the elbow must be laid out 
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full size. The length in this case, as shown in the 
drawing that I have submitted, is from A to B. Place 
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shown. Draw a semi-circle, a b c d e f g, and divide 
it into a convenient number of parts. With O as 
center describe an arc O a g, and space off as shown. 


If care is taken a correct pattern may be gotten.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Business for the new year in the hardware trade 
has not commenced to be active to amy extent. The 
merchants throughout the country, whose stocks are 
light, are now buying in moderate quantities, hoping 
that liberal replenishing orders will soon be justified 
and that business will continue to improve. A few 
large houses have been purchasing, with considera- 
ble liberality, but others have not been disposed to 
take more than they needed for present requirements. 
The energies of the trade are now all centered on the 
business campaign of the new year. The salesmen 
have resumed active duties in their respective fields 
and their efforts will probably result in a livelier run 
of orders. Although there have been some revisions, 
prices generally remain. without change. 

The demand for wire nails shows some improve- 
ment over that earlier in the month, but in cut nails 
there is not much business. Some activity is noted in 
the demand from southern territory for barb wire. 
New business in plain wire is comparatively light, but 
prices are well maintained. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than car loads and 
$2.40 out of store. The base price of cut nails at the 
mill is $1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 for 
full car loads at the mill, $1.95 for less than car loads 
at the mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car load lots, $2.18; re- 
tailers’ car load lots, $2.25; painted barb wire, job- 
bers’ car load lots, $2.28; retailers’ car load lots, $2.33, 
with 30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers 
in car lots, $1.98, and to retailers in car load lots, 
$2.03. 

An advance of 5 cents per 100 square feet on all 
meshes of painted and galvanized wire screen cloth 
has been made, the manufacturers’ price to the retail 
trade on 12-mesh painted cloth being now $1.35 per 
100 square feet. 


TIN PLATE. 

The American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. is operating 
its tin-plate plants to about 75 per cent capacity and 
will increase the output. The American works, a 28- 
mill plant at Elwood, Ind., was started during the 
week, making 160 active mills. Prices are $3.70 for 
100-pound cokes.

COPPER. 


The market for ingot copper is exceedingly quiet, 
with consumers doing practically nothing. Prices are 
entirely nominal, although the whole situation is some- 
what easier. However, as long as the leading pro- 
ducers maintain’ prices at the recent asking figures 
it is not of much use to look for increased activity, 
as consumers will not operate, especially in view of 
the weakness in the London speculative market. Small 
sales of Lake copper are still being made from second 
hands at 14% cents, though 1434 cents is asked by 
some holders. The leading producers are still nom- 
inally asking 15 cents, but without sales. The New 
York Metal Exchange redtced prices % cent all 
round on Jan. 19, though the London market took 
an upward turn. The latter market recovered 15s 
from the opening, though the net advance from the 
previous day was only 2s 6d. There is evidently con~ 
siderable manipulation going on in the foreign mar- 
kets, with a strong suspicion that some American 
interests are endeavoring to break the market for the 
sake of the influence on this side, either upon the 
copper share or metal market. The market for sheet 
copper is steady and unchanged, the base price be- 
ing 19 cents. Yellow metal is firm, the quotations be- 
ing 18 cents for dimensions, 16 cents for sheathing 
and sheathing nails, 17 cents for slating nails and 18 
cents for keel and stem metal.

COKE. 


Local dealers report a continued improvement in the 
demand for good grades of foundry coke. Demand 
from local foundries for small lots for immediate ship- 
ment has brought out a good aggregate of business, 
while there are a few large-sized contracts being 
placed both for delivery over the first six months of 
1909 and for the whole year. Some good-sized in- 
quiries are reported pending and are expected to be 
closed durmg the current month. Prices are firm on 
foundry grades, with $2.25 quoted as an inside figure. 
Furnace coke is dull and uninteresting, and there is 
almost no business in progress. Prices are still some- 
what irregular quotations ranging from $1.55@1.75, 
ovens, 


PIG IRON. 


No improvement can be noted in the market for 
pig iron, a very light inquiry being noted by the lo- 
cal houses. The foundrymen are still holding off, and 
the present condition of the market is very much of 
a disappointment to those members of the trade who 
expected that business would improve immediately aft- 
er the first of the year. This expectation has not 
been realized, as it cannot be said that the market is 
any more active now than it was in the closing weeks 
of last year. Deliveries are going on steadily on con- 
tracts made for deliveries during the first quarter, 
and there are no requests coming from consumers to 
hold up shipments, showing that the situation is nor- 
mal, and that the foundry interests are in fairly good 
shape. There is, however, a lack of new business 
that is beginning to attract some attention, especially 
from the northern furnaces, which are reported to be 
more in need of business than the Virginia or Ala- 
bama furnaces. <A little spot iron is being called for, 
but most of the trading is in deliveries running 
through the first half of the year, very little having 
yet been done for delivery after July 1. The fur- 
naces are still showing a strong disinclination to con- 
tract heavily for the later deliveries at present prices, 
and this has tended to limit business to a considerable 
extent. The outlook now favors the belief that the 
improvement will be slow until something happens to 
stir the market up and force buyers into the market. 
Prices are steadily held, the only soft spot being 
among the northern furnaces, where some iron is 
being stacked. Thus far, however, no lower prices 
have been quoted. Alabama iron is still being quoted 
at $13@$13.50 ton, f. o. b. Birmingham, with a mod- 
erate tonnage being sold at both figures.

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: “While the past week has in a way been a repetition 
of the one which preceded it and buyers generally have shown 
very little interest, yet several orders have been placed and 
these for good round lots of iron. In the South there has been 
quite a good deal of buying and the pipe interest especially 
has taken on a considerable tonnage. 

“Southern foundry grades are being held rigidly on a 
basis of $13.00 Birmingham for No. 2 Foundry, and while 
some of the furnaces are willing to sell through the entire 
first half on this basis, others prefer to sell only for the first 
quarter, thinking that by the time the end of March arrives 
things will again be decidedly active and higher prices in evi- 
dence. Some inquiries for shipment during the second half 
have put in their appearance, but it is hard to persuade any 
one to quote for this far future delivery. Competition among 
Ohio furnaces is very keen, and the band of salesmen seems 
loth to separate, sticking tightly together and moving from in- 
quiry to inquiry. 

“More uneasiness than was anticipated seems to attach 
itself to the tariff question, and many buyers are using the 
importance of this matter as an excuse to put off their pur- 
chasing. 

“In conclusion we may say that all things considered the 
tone of the market is a healthy one. While things are com- 
paratively quiet just now, quotations are being held firmly on 
their old basis and furnacemen are optimistic expecting good 
things of the future.” 


SEEDS. 


The Leonard Seed Co., Chicago, says in its weekly report. 
“The mild unseasonable weather which is prevailing, is mak- 
ing the growers and large dealers rush to get out the orders 
which usually are dated for later shipment, as well as to care 
for the fill-in orders coming from the South.
